REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show or fairly teach a compressor system which is used to cool a Stirling system 
which provides freezing temperatures, with the refrigerant from the compressor system 
also used to cool a refrigerated compartment. Stirling cooling systems with heat 
transfer fluids which are pumped are known, for example in Zhang et al 2005/0016184. 
Cascade systems which cool the heat rejecting heat exchanger with a heat accepting 
heat exchanger from a higher temperature system are also known. However, typical 
cascade systems provide cooling only to the heat rejecting heat exchanger of the lower 
temperature cooling system. No reference can be found which provides a cooling 
system for a heat rejecting heat exchanger and cooling to a different object. Typically 
the heat transfer fluids from heat rejecting heat exchangers provide heat, not cooling.
